have prevented many outrages we think 
n very fair inference was diawn. Nor 
can wo BOO that our remark that (ikid- 
atone'i»:Midlothian speech plainly told tlu- 
Iri^h'pijbple that if thoy wished to secuie 
concessions from England they should 
resort to outrage, is at all incmisiatLMU. 
So far as that speech goes it probably 
furnished Parnell and his friends with 
a needed incentive and perhaps did more 
to' lead up to the present condition of 
alTairs than oven the land Icagun itself, 
i/jthat Gladstono became premier after 
giving utterance to that sontiment is in- 
deed "astonishing." That the English 
are largely to blame for the awful condi- 
tion of alt'airs in Ireland we have fiu- 
(|iiently assorted. Contiuies of luisnile 
liavo produced direful results wliicli every 
good j)erson must sincerely deplore. It 
gave birth to fcnianism, which our cor- 
.reapundont most forcibly denounces; and 
ntiidn^ivhich ho. saddles the responsibility 
of the murder of Cavendish and Burke.

Agdinst an advance through a tunnel the 
fleet'WOuld be powerleas. A tunnel once 
made, its approaches on this side might 
'- b'eseizieS by a coxij) de mdn by an enemy, 
who could at tho same time take care to

the tunnel or render it useless for a time. 
Such a sei/.uro on this side might bo carri- 
ed out by a force of two tliousand men

ton'a, the capital of I'rilish Cidinnbia, sit • 
uated on Vancouver'.s I.sland. took four 
daj's and was veiy pleasant. Of .lume 
222 pas.scngers only eleven stopped in tlie 
Hritish possossion.s. All thio others were 
! bound for ports in Wa.sliingtou Territory , 
^ which i.s fast tilling up with au industri- 
. ous, agricultural people instead of specu- 
lative fortune hunters.)^ Victoria is a 
prettj' little city of (iOOO inhabitants, pie- 
' turesiiucly situated on a lovely harbor, 
its citizens extremely well cultivated, 
thoroughly English in their habits, ami 
of unbounded Iuj3|)itality to well accredit- 
ed strangers. In 184!) it was only an In- 
dian trading post of the Hudson Bay Com- 
pany, with a few houses anda blockhouse 
or fort, the whole surrounded by a stock- 
ade. Now, it has some beautiful private 

■ residences, wide streets, line stores, a pub- 
; lie library, Mnaonio temple, Odd Fellows 

Hall, well appointed hospitals, a large 
seminary, six churches, five publicsehools, 
solid stone public buildings, such as post 
oflice, custom house, warehouses, large 
machine shops, foundry, two banks, live 
docks, (one stone dry dock in process of 
construction, at a cost of ^2, 000,000, will 
be able to llnat tlie Jargest vessel in the 
Eiii^'isli navy), 1 louses of rarliament, all 
the streets lighted with gas, lino water 
works, a fire department with two steam- 
ers; the streets .md roads are macadainiii- 
ed for twenty-two miles aroniid the city 
and kept in Kii|ierb order. The climate is 
mild, and although 700 miles to the North- 
ward of Frisco, yet in Winter the ther- 
mometer is seldom below 4i) and in Sum- 
mer rarely above 70 degrees Fahrenheit. 

Tho business consists mainly in sup- 
plying the mainland with niercliandise 
and nianufacturing supplies of various 
kinds, and small vessel building. IJrit- 
ish Columbia has iiiaiii' resources, such as 
fino bituminous coal and iron miiies,won- 
dorful lumber regions on navigable 
streams, which are tilled with salmon, 
whiting, inuscaloiige, oulachan or candle 
fish (so named from being dried and burn- 
ed head downward like a candle.) 

THP SALMON CA.VNKllIE.>i 
On the Frasor are eleven in number, and 
these shipped last year 180,000 boxes. 
Voii will be, no doubt, surprised when I 
make the stateiueilt that the long and ex- 
pensive Indian war we had with Sitting 
Bull was not owing entirely to the trans- 
fer from ono reservation to another, but 
to the scarcity oi iahnon in the upper wa- 
ters of the Coluinbia, which in former 
years furnished the Indians of the iijiper 
countiT with abundance of food, such as 
under the fostering care of English laws 
the MacKcnzie ami Frasor rivcr.s do now 
and will for all time. No canneries, or 
lish rendering wiir!c.i_,niuler tho new law 
can bo established, except at a location 
indicated by the fishery commissioner un- 
der a yearly license of .^250 and a tonnage 
license for each boat ctnployod; they can 
only fish for certaiu fish at and between 
certain times and 'tlicn only in tho dis- 
tricts indicated within their licenses. Tho 
number of factories at various locations 
is left to the discriniiuation of tho fishery 
coniniissioiicr, who being appointed for 
life or during good behavior at a round 
yearly salary ami being ',a nmn of great 
knowledg hi such jinaCtioi'S -cailnot be im- 
properly Influenced. '^Vliat is llic result 
of this restrictive '.sy.sleiii( Why^ every 
British subject engaged in the lisheries 
is doing well, and the li:;li an; [ileiitifiil, 
while those on the Columliia are scratch- 
ing every year harder, from the compari- 
tivo scarcity of fish, which will, probalily, 
in a few years disappear, as they liavi; in 
the Sacramento river. Wo see the efil.et 
of unrestricted fi.shing on our Eastern 
coast on the great menhaden fishing in- 
dustrj'. 

Tho lumberdistricts lire wonderful; the 
trees commonly are .as straight as an ar- 
row, averaging about 100 to 150 feet high 
and from two to seven feet in diameter. 
The tree called the Douglas [lino, a wood 
something like our yellow pine, only light- 
er, lojs resinous and more flexible, fur- 
nishes the Large mills on the many deep 
inland bays with materials and gives em- 
ployment to hundreds vif Indians, who 
are well looked after by' tho Indian Cmn- 
missioncrs, so that they are not elioateil- 
an honest policy, practiced for over two 
hundred years towaril them, the result of 
which is a cmnplete ininninit^' from In- 
dian wars. Now, these are firactical facts, 
and the result of a wise policy. Look at 
the way they have dealt in Australia with 
the Chinese question. Thoy found, a.s in 
California, tliat forni-srly they re([uired 
Chinese labor, that they do now to a 
groat extent, but that the Cliiiianian from 
liis mode of living, his steady industry 
and frugal (but nasty) habit.s, was (|iiietly 
s.ip'j.'ing all the industries, and tak'iuL,' the 
bread out of the iiK.uith of tho citizens, as 
thoy are now doing in Califonua; but ] 
still, recognizing the want of their labor 
in many channels, and tlieir being enough 
in tlie country, what do these long head- 
ed Scotch and Englisli do in Australia? 
They pass a simple practicJil bill, violat- 
ing no treaty, not prohibitory but siinijly 
restricting in its nature, and it settles the 
Chinese question there at onci-. The Ijill 
simply restricts vessels under heavy jjon. 
altics from bringing over one Mongolian 
or Chinaman to each 100 tons register, 
and adds §50 jier idpilnto each ono laud- 
ed there, for which the vessel is res[)onsi- 
ble; and entering the country in any oth- 
er manner a per rcii)ila tax of i<2~)0 is laid, 
and any Chinese man or woman caught 
without proofs of how they came, with 
dato of registered passport, is immcdiato- 
ly made to work' out tho amount, cither 
in the work houses or chain gangs.

ishortly after three o'clock yesterday 
aftoriioon iMr. Charles llaywaid, while at 
tho dockyard, Eaquimalt, observed a tiiin 
wreath of smoke and ilame curling 141 from 
Selleck's two-story hotel in E.siniiiiiaU 
town. Ho gave the alarm which was car- 
ried to Selleck's and proved the lirst inti- 
mation the oi'ciipanta had received of tho 
impending ruin. Fanned by a bri.sk 
afternoon breeze the fire swept along the 
roof until it gained eompK'te mastery and 
then eating through the ceeling at lacked 
the partitions of the sleeiiing rooms be- 
low. Mr. Innea ordered the h.-iml and 
stoam engines belonging to tho dockyard 
with all available hands to the scene and 
to their presence and the fact that tho 
wind was fromthesouththetown is indebt- 
ed for its safety from complete destruction. 
The steam engine, under Mr. Uoncke, 
chief engineer of the yard, to.ik ti|i its 
station on Welch, Kitliot A Co.'.s b-t^:uu- 
ship wharf, and in leas than eight miiuites 
after arrival threw a powerful stream of 
water direct upon the hotel, wliich by this 
time was a soothing mass of fire.

oti tho south was threatoned and, indeed, 
was several times on fire and the furniture 
was removed in a damaged state; but a 
steady stream of water from tho dockyard 
Hteamcr and tho judicious application uf 
crowbar and ax lire veil ted the llamos spread- 
ing ill that direction.

the north wall were burning briskly, to- 
gether with tho wharf. Dllicer .lolin 
C.\mpbell and a force of men fiimi the 
Rocket and the .steamsliiii Suez threw 
many of the burning barrels into the har- 
bor; bill the firo continued to cat into tho 
warelioiise and at last flames burst forth 
from the upper windows. The dockyard 
ei'giiie had sulhciont huso for but one 
stream which was kept fully employed in 
saving Howard's place, .\liout this lime 
Siqit. Todd arrived from Victoria with 
several lengths ot hose and these beiiiK 
attached a second stream was thrown by 
the steamer upon the blazing barrels and 
wharf witli thcofl'ect of i)artially extingu- 
ishing the firo in that locality. Within 
the warcliouse the work of destruction 
was going steadily forward and billowy 
masses of dense black smoke poured from 
every opening and enwrapped tlie entire 
structure. At the side of the warehouse 
a very tall flagatail' suriiiouiited by a wea- 
thercock has stood for many years. The 
tire caught this stall" at tho base and ran 
up its sides like a monster en- 
dowed with a thousand tongues 
intent on appropriating the stall' as a 
toothsome morsel. Tho stafl' was again 
and again on fire and as often as the lire- 
men turned a stream upon the ilaiues and 
put them out. Ainiil tho excitement and 
din the cock perched aloft surveyed the 
startling aceno and marked thu shifting 
currents of wind with tho coolness of a 
stoic. In the result the staff wa.s saved 
and last night it stood in the midst of tho 
ruins like a grim and blackened sentinel 
keeping an eye on the glowing ombors.

Sow Ho Game to &1U His Wifs. 

It is noT^floTr^hat a' more" remarkable 
story is hoard in a court-room than was 
told last week by Lawyer C. J. Lansing, 
of Eureka, Nov., on trial for the killing 
fo his wife. When he took tho witness 
stand till! grief in his face hushed the bar 
and the s[)ectatui3 into a pitying ailence. 
He began by declaring that hd had con- 
sented to say what ho would have to say 
about the deed, only upon tho urgent rc- 
quireincnt of his counsel, and for tho 
sake »r his daughter. Then he gave the 
jury the history of his married wife. 
Ever since ISti-l, it had been, ho said, 
wretched in all ways. Hia wife took to 
lifiuor. She was a powerful wainaH^ful- 
ly liis equal §iii strength. When drunk 
she was violent, feiojious. She repeated- 
ly allackcd him, llirealening to kill him, 
and, as he believed at the time, meaning 
to carry out her throat. She threw stono 
at his head, pouretl boiling water on him, 
tried on several occasions to atab him 
with the carving knife, oftce.at least draw^- 
ing blood. She followed him hito court, 
making such a disturbance that the police 
had to remove her by force. She burst 
into hia ollice, and beat him over the head 
with a rawhide, till the blood streamed 
down his face. She beat his little daught- 
er with an iron poker. "I felt like lott- 
ing loose all holds," he said, "and I drank 
heavily, too." Once or twice ho decided 
to leave her; once ho bought poison, and 
was oil the point of swallowing it when 
ho thought of his daughter, and threw it 
away. 

Liist year matters grew worse, until a 
night came when he did not dare to sleep 
under tho same roof with her, and called 
in a neighbor. They tied her wrists and 
ankles with .silk liandkerchiefa. "I'll kill 
you for this, sure," she scroaiiiod. At 
daylight she promised to behave, and thoy 
unbound her. At her request ho sent out 
for two bottles of champagne for her to 
"sober up on." He wandered about all 
day, .shunning his acquaintaiicea, trying to 
straighten himself up. "I could not bo 
still in any place,' he said. "1 could 
neither stand iqi nor sit down- had to 
walk all tho time." At dusk ho went 
homo. Tho Chinainaa had finished his 
work and gone for the night. His wife 
came through the kitchen and went down 
tho cellar, aa he siqiposed, to got whiskey; 
"she often bid a bottle down there." 
When she came up he spoke of going 
downtown. "Ymi," she said, "I'm fixed 
for you, and you shan't leave this house 1" 
Ho tried the door, it waa locked. He 
turned around; his wife waa right in front 
of him, her lianil pressed lo her hip, "1 
will kill you. I'll kill you 1'' she acream- 
ed. In a freii/.y of utter nervioiianess and 
terror he c;iiiglit up si miel liing— it was a 
kitchen chair — and atruck her. He saw 
her lying at hia feet. Then he found 
himself out in the street — ho has no re- 
moiubraiice of how he got there — looking 
up at the dark windows of his neighbor's 
house and decided not to wake him up. 
Thou idl is blank again in hia mind until 
a later hour, when lie was standing in the 
front of tho Sheriff, and uttering the 
words, "I have killed my wife."
